The new tightening-up order, 
issued last night by the Federal 
Reserve Board, set terms on auto- 
mobiles sales as stiff as any ap- 
plied in World War II. New and 
used cars are affected equally. 

The pay-cff limit will be cut 
from 21 to 15 months, with the 
cash down payment remaining 
one-third. That will boost month- 
ly installment payments on an 
$1800 car from $57.15 to $80, in- 
cluding carrying charges. 

Television Set Terms. 

The minimum down payment 
on television sets, radios and 
other appliances will be hiked 
fvom 15 to 25 per cent and the 
pay-cff time cut from 18 months 
to 15. 

On a $300 television set, the, 
down payment will be at least | 
$75 in place of the present $45) 
minimum. Monthly payments will | 
be $15 instead of $14.17, exclud- | 
ing carrying charges. | 

Other appliances affected in- 
clude: Refrigerators, food. 
freezers, stoves, ranges, dish- | 
washers, ironers, washing ma-| 
chines, clothes dryers, sewing | 
machines, vacuum cleaners, air 
conditioners and dehumidifiers, 
phonographs and radios.

A new outbreak of the gasoline 
price war that occurred during 
the spring and summer has 
dropped retail prices an average | 
of three cents a gallon and in 
some cases as much as five cents, 
a survey by, the Post-Dispatch 
showed today. 

The price drops have occurred 
at the retail level as they did 
earlier, with operators complain- 
ing of sharply diminished profit 
margins. Regular gasoline, that 
sold a few weeks ago for 24.9 
cents in the city, is being sold in 
many stations at 21.9 and 20.9. 
Cut-rate stations in some cases 
have lowered their price from 
22.9 to 19.9. 

Charles J. Swarthout, executive 
secretary of the Associated Petrol- 
eum Retailers of Greater St. 
Louis, attributed the start of the 
war to pressure from the major 
companies on their lessee sta- 
tions to increase sales. 

“The company salesman comes 
along and suggests the operator 
drop his price a cent,” Swarthout 
said. “‘The operator feels he has 
to go along with the suggestion so 
he puts up a large sign announc- 
ing the cut. The next day another 
operator down the street drops 
his price two cents and the war 
is on. 

“Because of high labor costs, 
rent and taxes, the operator must 
have a margin of five to six cents 
a gallon to make a profit. These 
price cuts reduce that profit and 
in some cases wipe it out. If the 
operator doesn’t show a profit on 
his gasoline he doesn’t stay in 
business very long because 75 per 
cent of his profit comes from 
gasoline sales.” | 

While major companies have 
announced no reduction in tank 
wagon prices, some of them make 
a practice of granting rebates to 
their dealers if the latter can 
show they had to lower prices to 
meet a competitive situation in 
their neighborhoods.

Harry (Hal) Irwin Jr., 22 years 
old, who became a licensed at- 
torney at 18, was turned over to 
the law officer by his mother 
after she quoted him as coming 


home and announcing: “I killed 
a man for you tonight.” 

That was Wednesday. Mrs. Lois 
T. Irwin, 48, said she was not sure 
whether to believe her son—he 
had told so many wild, imagina- 
tive tales. But the next day she 
learned that taxicab driver Monty 
Jack Whitmire, 28, had been found 
dead in his taxicab in the park. 

She dragged herself to the tele- 
phone and, Deputy Sheriff Hugh 
Cromer reported, told him, “I’m 
afraid Hal’s mixed up in this.” 

The officers arrested Hal and 
booked him yesterday for murder. 
Sheriff A. B. Foster said “Irwin is 
definitely the killer.” He said the 
youth admitted the murder but 
was hazy on the motive and other 
details. 

Officers said they believed the 
killing stemmed from a crime 
thriller movie the young lawyer. 
saw Wednesday. 

Mrs. Irwin said her son, treated 
at the state mental hospital last 
year, was always brilliant. He 
could memorize anything but 
eculdn’t seem to apply it. “He 
knew the words, but not the 
music,” the mother said. 

“He loved good grammar,” she 
went on, “and once when I said 
‘ain't’ he grabbed me by the 
throat and throttled me.” 

She also told how, after her 
husband lost his business and left 
home, she struggled to support 
and educate her two sons and pay 
for glandular injections for Hal— 
a treatment which she _ said 
seemed for a time to help him. 

Young Irwin frequented Atlanta 
courtrooms in bow tie and im- 
maculate dress. He could cite the 
law by volume and page but had 
trouble making a living from it. 

His mother said he heaped on 

her blame for all his failure and 
frustration and that -after he tried 
marriage and it, too, failed, he 
began to abuse her physically. 
She displayed knife scars on her 
wrists. 
“He couldn’t hate himself,” she 
said, “so he hated me and blamed 
me for everything that was wrong 
with him.”

HKE BEER PRICE 
IO GENTS A CA 


Put Increase in Effect 
at Once on Bottled and 
Canned Brew. 


- 


Beer drinking is going to be 
somewhat more expensive for St. 
Louisans, both in their homes and 
in taverns. Three of the four 
large St. Louis breweries in- 
creased their prices 10 cenjs a 
case on bottled and can beer, ef- 


fective today. 

The price advance was made 
by the Falstaff Brewing Corp., 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewery Co., 
and Griesedieck-Western Brewery 
Co., which produce the so-called 
popular-priced brands. Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., recently increased its 
wholesale prices outside of St. 
Louis, but has not advanced 
prices locally. 

Some retail dealers, including 
some chain groceries, are plan- 
ning to put a 16-cent-a-case in- 
crease into effect today. Others 
are waiting until next week to 
determine how much to advance 
the price of both bottled and can 
beer, and some dealers are report- 
ed considering boosting the price 
to the purchaser by 15 cents a 
case. 

The cost of bottled beer also is 
going up in taverns and restau- 
rants serving Falstaff, Griesedieck, 
Stag and Hyde Park brands, the 
latter two being produced by 
Griesedieck-Western. Most tav- 
ern owners are planning to in- 
crease the price from 15 to 20 
cents a bottle, it was reported. 

The three breweries are not 
advancing the price on draught 
beer, so there is no immediate 
prospect of a higher charge for 
beer served from taps. However, 
some tavern operators expect the 
draught price to be raised later, 
and if this is done they will use 
smaller glasses so they can con- 
tinue to offer their customers a 
10-cent glass of brew. 


The breweries’ new prices to 
retail dealers will be $2.10 for 
24-bottle cases; $2.75 for cases of 
24 cans, and $1.40 for cases of 12 
cans. 

The incfease was necessary, the 
breweries said, because of higher 
costs of materials and increased 
expense of doing business.

That night, resting un- 
der some trees, he spétted a 
North Korean above and_ shot 
him. 

Five days later he hailed two 
American trucks. They proved 
to be manned by Reds, who made 
him a captive. After three days 
he escaped.

American, British Common- 
wealth and South Korean forces 
were driving on the North Korean 
capital from the south, southwest 
and west. 

Another South Korean force 
rolled northward from captured 
Wonsan toward Hamhung, a high- 
way and rail junction about 55 
miles up the battered east coast. 

On both the east and west 
coasts of central Korea’s narrow 
waist, Allied carrier planes raked 
fast-disappearing Red targets. But 
there was no further word on the 
big task group led by the battle- 
ship Missouri which smashed 
supply lines from Siberia on 
Korea’s east coast Thursday and 
Friday. 

Series of Traps. 

In pincer drives resembling 
those used in the clean-up of 
South Korea, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s forces were isolating the 
Reds in a series of traps. 

Converging spearheads of the 
American First Cavalry Division 
which took Kumchon, 12 miles 
north of the Thirty-eighth Paral- 
lel Friday, already had trapped 
some 12,000 Communists. 

Spearheads moving westward 
from Wonsan and north from 
Kumchon, with others in  be- 
tween, were springing the larger 
trap to encompass all the Red 
forces. ~° 

The First Cavalry Division to- 
day was only slightly more than 
70 miles from Pyongyang. To the 
right of them, the South Korean 
First Division took Singye and 
was only about 55 airline miles 
from the capital. 

The South Koreans were mov- 
ing along secondary roads and 
meeting practically no resistance. 

“The trap is closed,” said Maj. 
Gen. Hobart R. Gay, commander 
of the First Cavalry. “They will 
not get out any tanks, guns or 
vehicles.” Gay expressed sur- 
prised at the number of tanks 
the Reds produced for the battle 
on three sides of Kumchon. Nine 
were knocked out. Several days 
ago, in commenting that “these 
cookies are beaten,” Gay said the 
Reds had only small arms, mor- 
tars and land mines. 

800 Reds Routed. 

The South Korean Eighth Divi- 
sion pursued the enemy north- 
ward after routimg 800 Reds in a 
battle at Ichon, almost midway 
between the east and west coasts 
and 70 miles southeast of Pyong- 
yang. 

Aerial rockets destroyed two 
enemy tanks at Ichon and the

2300-Mile Flight. 

The President took off from 
Honolulu’s Hickam Field on the 
2300-mile flight at 12:25 a.m. 
Saturday Hawaii time (4:25 a.m. 
St. Louis time). 

Gen. MacArthur arrived on the 
tiny mid-Pacific island from 
Tokyo—a 1985-mile flight—at 6 
p.m. Saturday (midnight St. Louis 
time). 

The President was aes 
by his top military and civilia 
advisers. Gen. MacArthur brought 
with him only a few aides and 
John J, Muccio, United States 
Ambassador to Korea. 

The General didn’t leave a long 
list of instructions with his Tokyo 
staff for carrying on the final 
stages of the Korean war or for 
the complex duties of the Japa- 
nese occupation. He asked only: 

“Be sure and flash me the re- 
sults of the Army-Michigan (foot- 
ball) game.” 

World Looking to Meeting. 

But MacArthur’s concern with 
the problems of Asia in general, 
and Japan and Korea in particu- 
lar, was known in all the world’s 
capitals. Hence, the world’s eyes 
were focussed on the meeting. 

Before leaving Honolulu, Tru- 
man expresed confidence that an- 
other war is not “inevitable.” It 
was expected that he and Mac- 
Arthur would seek to convimce 
Asia — home of most of the 
world’s people—that the United 
States wishes only its peace and 
well-being. 

The President plans to return 
to Honolulu Sunday. 

Truman boarded his plane at 
10:15 p.m., more than two hours 
before departure. His advisers 
left Hickam Field aboard the 
Constellation Dewdrop at ‘11:50 
p.m. They were joined here by 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, Pa- 
cific fleet commander. 

The Admiral was the only naval 
officer in the group. A fleet 
spokesman said Radford was in- 
vited to attend when plans for 
the conference first were made. 

Member of Two Groups. 

In Truman’s party were Gen. 
Omar Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff; Secretary 
of the Army Frank Pace; Ambas- 
sador-at-large Phillip C. Jessup: 
W. Averell Harriman, special 
presidential assistant for foreign 
affairs; Dean Rusk, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for the Far East, 
and Charles S. Murphy, the Presi- 
dent’s principal speech writer. 

With Gen. MacArthur, besides 
Muccio, was Brig. Gen. Courtney 
Whitney, head of MacArthur's 
government section for the Japa- 
nese occupation. 

MacArthur’s plane carried fresh 
oranges, milk, cola and beer to 
Wake. A commercial airliner 
which preceded it took a case of 
bonded bourbon, fresh flowers, 
fresh apples and additional food. 

A Pan-American stratocruiser 
carrying reporters and Secret 
Service men preceded the Inde- 
pendence from Honolulu. 


Talk by Truman. 

Pausing yesterday at Hickam 
Field, Truman told a luncheon

anxious for peace as I am.

RHEE OPPOSES 
GROUPS PLA 
FOR NEW ELECTION 


Korean Contends Vote in 
South Last May Was 
Binding — U.S. Back- 
ing Reported. 


SEOUL, Oct. 14 (AP)—A United 
Nations commission plan for new 
elections in Korea after the Reds 
are defeated in the north drew 
opposition today from President 
Syngman Rhee and his cabinet. 


The plan was adopted Thurs- 
day at Lake Success, N.Y., by 
the seven-nation commission on 
Korea. ; 


Rhee contended that the U.N.- 
supervised election in South Ko- 
rea last May 30 legally established, 
the government there and only 
Communist opposition prevented 
it from being general throughout 
Korea. His cabinet voted in agree- 
ment with him. 

After the *“ay 30 election, seats 
in the National Assembly for 
North Korea were left vacant. 

Informed sources at Lake Suc- 
cess said the United States also 
is opposed to general all-Korean 
elections, because the Rhee gov- 
ernment was set up in ‘the south, 
making elections unnecessary 
there. 

The U.N. commission plan calls 
for general elections after a pe- 
riod of military-imposed civil rule 
in the north.

U. S. Suggests Program for Korea 
at U.N.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 1 
— The United States told the 
United Nations yesterday that 
North Korean Communists re- 
sponsible for atrocities must be 
brought to trial, but that no 
vengeance should be _ sought 
against other North Koreans sim- 
ply because they served in the 
invading army or in the North 
Korean Communist government. 

Furthermore, the United States 
stressed that other U.N. members 
should bear the brunt of the load 
in the military occupation of 
North Korea, and that the United 
States, consistent with its obli- 
gations to the U.N., would like 
as fast as possible to pull its 
troops out of Korea and return 
them to other duties. 

These points were among the 
highlights of American sugges- 
tions made to the interim com- 
mittee of the new seven-country 
Korea Commission. 

The tentative American form- 
ula envisioned the occupation of 
North Korea as divided into three 
phases, 

The first was a period in which 
guerrilla fighting might well be 
continuing in the north. Security 
requirements would be of top pri- 
ority and Gen, Douglas MacAr- 
thur would continue to be su- 
preme authority. In this time, 
the U.N. military command would 
be busy dispensing relief and 
assistance to North Korea, main- 


jtaining law and order, and be- 


ginning the process of re-estab- 
lishing or re-activizing local gov- 
ernment administration, includ- 
ing the possibility that at the 
local level, Communist officiais 
would continue for a time in 
charge of villages or towns. 

The second period would 
the one ending with elections to 
constitute an all-Korean govern- 
ment. In this time, military se- 
curity presumably would become 
a matter of less concern in North 
Korea and, except for sporadic 
instances and flare-ups of guer- 
rilla warfare, all emphasis would 
be in the direction of promoting 
a return to peaceful civil admin- 
istration. Through this time, the 
U.N. command in Korea would 
do its best to bring about normal 
resumption of civil and economic 
activity in North Korea, 

The third period would be the 
one between the time when the 
unified Korean government, af- 
ter elections, took over, and the 
time when the last of the non- 
Korean troops left the country, 
Presumably, at the conclusion of 
the third stage, the U.N. would 
have achieved its goal and Korea 
would be a unified country fairly 
safe from new aggression.

Barren Reef, a Few Quonset Huts With Out- 
side Bathrooms Comprise ‘Comforts’ 
at Meeting Place. 


HONOLULU, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
Tiny Wake island is a far cry 


from the comforts that usually 
surround the meetings of world 
leaders. 


President Truman and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, meeting 
there to discuss the threat of 
Communism in the Far East, will 
be practically “roughing it.” 
Wake is a barren coral reef 
with a lot of sand, a little brush, 
a few quonset huts—and outside 
toilets. The population is about 
300, weather and air personnel. 
The largest buildings on the 
V-shaped atoll are an airport 
terminal, a U-shaped hotel of 


mess hall. 

Six or eight big rooms com- 
prise the hotel. Wake depends 
on rains and mechanical distilla- 
tion for its water. 

The island is a busy place, be- 


cause it is a stopping point on 


one of the routes of the Pacific 
air lift, thé world’s biggest. Wake 
is the halfway station on the 
Honolulu-Tokyo leg of the air 
lift. It is 2301 miles from Hono- 
lulu and 1987 miles from Tokyo. 


The hotel houses crewmen and 
passengers on the air lift flights. 
Wake was. uninhabited until 
1935, when Pan American Air- 
ways set up a commercial air sta- 


tion there. 

‘was bombed by the 
Japanese planes that attacked 
Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941. Japan 
took it over after a stubborn 
but brief Marine defense. 

The Navy commissioned the is- 
land as an air base in 1946, but 
abandoned it in 1948.

East Germans Harangued 
to Go to Polls and Vote 
on Single List of Can- 
didates. 


BERLIN, Oct. 14 (AP)—Soviet- 
ruled East Germany holds its 
first big election tomorrow, but 


there’s no speculating on the re- 
sults. The voters only have one 
set of candidates—70 per cent of 
them Communists. 


With no opposition to think 
about, East Germany’s rulers 
have beaten the propaganda 
drums to insure a massive turn- 
out, mingling persuasion with 
stark threats. 


Political observers, therefore, 
expect some 95 per cent of East 
Germany’s 13,000,000 voters to 
troop dutifully to the polls and 
indorse the hand-picked slate— 
virtually the same government 
which appointed itself on the 
founding of the East German peo- 
ple’s republic a year ago. 

U. S. Brands It a Sham. 

The United States Government 
yesterday officially branded the 
election a “sham” which 
simply amount to a forced show 
of hands for the government in 
power.” 

“The Soviet-installed East Ger- 
man government, afraid to face 
the will of the people in an hon- 
est election, has felt it necessary 
to stage some sort of show of 
balloting,” a State Department 
statement said. “But it is obvious 
that the Oct. 15 performance 
lacks any characteristic of a free 
election.” 

West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer called it a “shock- 
ing rape not only of human right 
but human dignity.” Soviet offi- 
cials said it would be the “most 
democratic election” in Ger- 
many’s history. 

Meanwhile, the Communists 
took .steps to insulate their elec- 
tion even more from any taint of 
opposition by forbidding West 
Berlin residents to enter the east- 
ern zone over the weekend. 

A recent “ration card plebis- 
cite” held by West Berlin city 
officials indicated to some degree 
the extent of anti-Red feeling in 
East Berlin. A total of 375,712. 
residents from the eastern sector 
mailed their old ration cards to 
West Berlin in response to a call 
for them to show in this manner 
their opposition to Communism. 


East Berlin Not Voting. 


East Berlin itself is not pars 
ticipating in the election under 
a 1945 four-power agreement. The 
city is divided into four sectors 
of which thé Soviet zone is one. 

As election day drew near, 
195,000 East German volkspolizei 
(peoples police) and thousands of 
civilian informers prepared under 
Russian supervision to stamp out 
absenteeism. 

Neues Reutschland, newspaper 
of the Socialist Unity (Commu- 
nist) party, made the ussues clear. 

“If Herr Mueller (the John 
Smith of Germany) does not vote 
for the national front (the single 
slate), then he is in favor of re- 
militarization, the atom bomb, war 
and the annihilation of the Ger- 
man people. Now Herr Mueller 
cannot say he was not told. Now 
he cannot say he did not know 
what it means to abstain from 
voting.” .

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GANGSTER DEFIES,

‘Nig’ Rosen Refuses to 
Name Philadelphia Po- 
lice Officers He Ad- 
mits He Entertained — 
Aid Also to Be Cited.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14—The 
Senate Crime Committee decided 
today to ask Congress to cite for 
contempt another reluctant wit- 
ness in the top rank of the na- 
tion’s gangsters, Harry Strom- 
berg, alias “Nig” Rosen, who de-

fied the committee yesterday. 

Steps also were taken today to 
seek a contempt citation against 
Stromberg’s lieutenant, William 
(Willie) Weisberg, who declined 
to answer important questions on 
the ground that he might incrim- 
inate himself. 

Stromberg, or Rosen as he is 
better known in underworld cir- 
cles, admitted that he had enter- 
tained a number of Philadelphia 
police officers but declined to 
name them, Senator Herbert 
O’Conor (‘(Dem.), Maryland, a 
member of the committee, re- 
ported. 

The gang leader could not “re- 
call” making any political con- 
tributions. But he conceded he 
knew Frank Costello, “prime min- 
ister of the underworld”; Frank 


Erickson, “king of the bookmak- 


ers,” now serving a prison sen- 
tence; the late Benjamin (Bugsy) 
Siegel, murdered _racketeer: 
Charles Fischetti, leading figure 
in the Chicago Capone syndicate; 
Willie Moretti, New Jersey gam- 
bler. and many others of like 
stripe. 
Admits Convictions. 

Rosen, partner in the Dearest 
Miss Dress Co. in New York and 
owner of a Miami Beach hotel, 
admitted he had been convicted 
of a liquor law violation, burglary 
and even juvenile delinquency. 

Rosen was identified as the 
overlord of Philadelphia’s multi- 
million dollar numbers racket by 
Assistant Superintendent of Po- 
lice George F. Richardson. 

Richardson will be asked Mon- 
day to explain why information 
me gave the Senate Crime Com- 
tmnittee had not been supplied to 
his superiors. 

Put.ic Safety Director Samuel 
Rosenberg, after reading that 
Richardson named Rosen as over- 
jord of the numbers racket, said: 

“This information, correct or 
otherwise, has never been sup- 
plied to me. This is a matter 
which should be, and will be, 
thoroughly investigated.” 

Lawyer at Rosen’s Elbow. 

Seated at Rosen’s elbow as he 
testified was William ‘A. Gray, 
Philadelphia criminal lawyer. 
Rosen answered minor questions 
but declined to reply to more im- 
portant queries, Senator O’Conor 
related. 

Rosen was asked about the time 
fn the 1930's when the late A) 
Capone was released from prison 
$n Pennsylvania, after serving a 
year's sentence for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. 

Herman (Bugsy) Taylor, At- 
Jantic City fight promoter, is said 
to have met Capone at the peni- 
tentiary gates and brought him 
to Philadelphia where Weisberg, 
at the direction of Rosen, picked 
him up and took him to Chicago. 

Kefauver’s Comment. 

* Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 

ennessee, committee chairman, 
summarized the testimony of 
Rosenberg, who is in charge 
of the police department; Rich- 
ardson and Judge Joseph Sloane 
wf common pleas court.

Officers of the 101 health and 
welfare agencies of the Greater 
St. Louis Community Chest par- 
ticipated yesterday in a parade 
and mass meeting to demonstrate 
their unity in the campaign to 
raice $5,150,625 for welfare work, 
which begins Nov. 13. 


The parade, which lasted an 
hour and a half, started at Lindell 
and Union boulevards, passed 
through the downtown district and 
ended at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House where agency representa- 
tives witnessed a program and 
heard talks intended to demon- 
strate that the best way for in- 
dividual agencies to get the funds 
they need is to get behind the 
organized drive and work hard. 

The procession was headed by 
the 18-piece Salvation Army band 
followed by automobiles carrying 
Chest officials and agency repre- 
sentatives. Marching bands from 
Scott, Air Force Base and from 
Beaumont, McKinley, Southwest, 
Vashon and Washington Techni- 
cal high schools also took part. 

One the stage at the Opera 
House, several agencies were 
represented at a conference table, 
attending a meeting of the “St. 
Louis Security Council” The cen- 
tral character was a “Mr. Aginit,” 
played by Eli Strassner, vice 
president of the Eagle Stamp Co., 
who found fault with virtually 
every phase of the Community 
Chest operation. 

Eventually, swamped by favor- 
able arguments of others in the 
“eouncil” and by their expres- 
sions of unity for the Chest un- 
dertaking, “Mr. Aginit” walked 
out of the meeting in the man- 
ner of Russia’s Security Council 
representative, Jacob Malik. 

Donald Danforth, chairman of 
the drive, and William M. Rand, 
president of the Community 
Chest, addressed the agency 


representatives briefly, empha- 
sizing that the 25,000 volunteer 
workers taking part in the cam- 
paign will have to raise 15 per 
cent more money this year than 
last if the agencies are to receive 
the money they require. 

“The quality of your services 
is sometimes inferior because of 
lack of funds,” Danforth said. 
“Your properties need repairs. 
We face a crisis because in five 
of the past six years we have 
‘failed to reach our campaign 
goals. 

“This will be an all-out cru- 
sade to get for you every dollar 
you need for basic requirements. 
This year we're going to have to 
get more money from labor, cor- 
porations and individuals than 
ever before.” 

The Chest faces a challenge 
this year it never has faced be- 
fore, Rand declared. 

“The Community Chest is 
democracy in action,” he said. 
“Without it there would be 101 
separate drives for funds. To- 
day we have demonstrated to St. 
Louis our unity. ‘The word ‘fail- 
ure’ is not in. our vocabulary.”

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Kirkwood’s False Front 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


There are few more pleasant suburbs 
than Kirkwood. The tree-lined streets 
with their pleasant houses, the neat, 
well-balanced shopping district, ably- 
managed school system with the large 
handsome high school at its top—all 
of these things help make a town any- 
one would be proud to live in. 

That is, anyone who is not a Negro. 
Things are different for him. His are 
menial, unpleasant, low-paid jobs. Even 
if he learns a skilled trade, he won't 
easily get a union card or be able to 
earn the same wages as a white man. 
If he is looking for a house to live in, 
he will probably find himself limited 
to a slum like Meacham Park with an 
open sewer running through his back 
yard. Our good-looking churches will 
not invite his family to join their con- 
gregations. As far as our fine high 
school is concerned, his children won't 
even set foot in it. 

This whole issue of double standards 
came into the open with the closing of 
the Booker Washington School. There 
are many “practical” reasons for shut- 
ting up that shabby institution, but the 
main one is basically that of pushing 
the Negroes out of Kirkwood. It takes 
generosity and altruism to treat a racial 
minority fairly. It is much easier to 
shove them out of the way and to shut 
one’s ears to their complaints. 

But now we have an issue that we 
cannot avoid. As citizens of a Chris- 
tian and democratic country we have 
certain obligations to treat our fellow 
men as equals. That means real equal- 
ity—in job, school, church and com- 
munity. 

The school board which closed that 
school showed that it was not really in- 
terested in the rights of Negroes. In 
our pleasant suburban towns it is easy 
to settle back and be the usual com- 
munity, nice on the surface, false under- 
neath. Or we can get angry and de- 
cide once and for all to shatter the 
whole crazy structure of racial segrega- 


tion.

Nothing was added to St. Louis’ good name 
by the difficulties over racial discrimination 
here this week. On the contrary. 

There were two outstanding instances and 
each in its way produced a demonstration. One 
was at Hotel Statler, the other at the American 
Theater. oi 

At the Statler Hotel, Walter Gordon, cele- 
brated California penal authority and his wife, 
arrived to attend the Congress of Correction. 
Gordon is chairman of the California Adult 
Authority and for his outstanding work as a 
penal and parole official was invited to appear 
on a radio program with Gov. Earl Warren. 

Yet he and Mrs. Gordon were not permitted 
to have rooms because of their color. Neither 
wete Percy Lowery, chairman of the Ohio Par- 
don and Parole Commission, and Mrs. Lowery. 
For some hours the ostracized visitors sat in the 
hotel lobby hoping for a change in policy which 
would give them the same treatment as other 
members of the Congress of Correction. 

That same evening pickets of the National 
Association for Advancement of Colored Peopje 
called attention to the fact that the American 


Theater management would not permit Negroes 


to see “Lost in the Stars,” except from balcony 
seats. The irony of the situation was that the 
musical drama, sung by Negro voices, is based 
on a powerful presentation of the effects of 
racial discrimination in South Africa, Alan Pa- 
ton’s poetic novel, “Cry, the Beloved Country.” 

Each of these situations involves a private 
commercial enterprise. Each, however, depends 
on the public for its support. What the public 
thinks will be controlling in the end. 

There is no question whatever as to the di- 
rection of public thinking. The resolution of 


the American Prison Association against meeting — 


in a city where racial discrimination is practiced 
in hotels means that St. Louis will not again be 
host to this organization until the local policy 
is changed. Other organizations have taken this 
same stand. More and more will take it until 
St. Louis’ hotels will eventually fall in in order 
to obtain meetings. 

The tendency in entertainment is even more 
clearly marked. There is no racial discrimina- 
tion at the Municipal Opera. There is none at 
Sportsman’s Park. There is none at Kiel Audi- 
torium. Indeed, one of the ironies of the pro- 
test over discrimination at “Lost in the Stars” 
is that it followed so soon after the presenta- 
tion of “South Pacific” to mixed audiences at 
the city’s opera house. Why, after all, should 
a line be drawn at the theater when it is not 
drawn at the Symphony? 

This problem has its vexatious side. It is 
bound up with old prejudices and fears. But 
it is passing and the evidence is on every hand 
to see. More than 10 years ago the Supreme 
Court told the State of Missouri to provide 
“equal” courses or to admit Negro students. 
The State chose the costly, unequal alternative 
of separate professional training in law, etc. 

A month ago the State University belatedly 
opened its doors to its first Negroes. Yet not 
one untoward thing has happened in the four 
weeks that have passed. Undergraduate Betty 
Jane Blankston of St. Louis, a Spanish major, 
who is living in a university dormitory, says: 
“Everything is just fine and I am as happy 
as I was at Howard University in Washington.” 

Is this not an example for St. Louis’ hotel and 
theater managers? 
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Who Trusts Missouri Drivers? 

We have said that Missouri’s two-bit driver's 
license law makes this state a laughing stock on 
the highways. One of the most embarrassing 
results is the way many other states look at 
Missouri drivers. These states do not trust Mis- 
sourians behind the wheel of an automobile. 

Obviously this is not because all Missouri 
drivers are incompetent. It is because they are 
not required to prove their competency under 
the present law. They are not required to prove 
anything except their ability to pay 25 cents. 
Does the present law provide for a license or 
just a tax receipt? 

States which have stringent safety tests for 
their drivers are asking this question. For ex- 
ample, a Missourian wrote this newspaper that 
his driver’s license was not accepted in Massa- 
chusetts when he tried to rent an auto for a 
short trip. So he had to take a test, pay $4 
for a Massachusetts permit and lose a day’s time 
before he could rent a car. 

No Missourian can complain to another state 
for such treatment. Why should a state with an 
effective law show respect for Missouri, which 
has none? Any complaints should be addressed 
to the Missouri Legislature, which has left the 
state with the worst driver's license law in 
the country. 
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Vishinsky’s Speech and Lie’s Job 

That was a very nice little speech that Mr. 
Vishinsky made in the U.N. General Assembly 
-—all about working together the way we did 
during the war, and dropping all this tough stuff 
and trying co-operation instead. 

Of course, its timing was a little off. It came 
right after Russia had used its forty-sixth veto; 
this time to keep the Security Council from 
electing Trygve Lie to another term as Secretary 
General. The veto will not mean very much 
since the job of picking a Secretary General 
now goes over to the veto-free Assembly where 
Mr. Lie’s qualifications.and accomplishments 
are sure to be recognized by a landslide vote of 
approval. But even a meaningless veto is not a 
very happy prelude to a plea for co-operation. 

As is known by every farmer who ever built 
a barn, the best way to elicit co-operation is to 
do a little co-operating yourself. This is a les- 
son the Russians need to learn. We have the 
notion that once they have learned it and have 
given clear proof that by co-operation they do 
mot mean just a one-way falling-in with their 
plans, they will find the United States and the 
other U.N. members quite interested in a speech 
like Mr. Vishinsky’s. 

Meanwhile Mr. Lie will have to be kept in 
his job without Russian co-operation. 
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Help From Michigan 

The people of the world, whether connected 
with the University of Michigan or not, will 
wish the institution well in its much-heralded 
Phoenix project to find peacetime uses for atom- 
ic energy. For it will be a notable day for man- 
kind if the project produces results equal to the 
fanfare with which it has been launched. 

There is no dodging the fact that using atomic 
energy for such purposes as the production of 
radioactive tracers hardly scratches the surface 
of the constructive potentialities bound up with 
the destructive possibilities of this terrible tool. 

To turn those potentialities into realities will 
require assistance from everybody who can help. 
The world has too few people who know any- 
thing about the subject, teo many restrictions to

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keep other people from finding out, and, appar- 
ently, too much unwillingness to make avail- 
able the resources needed to do the job. The 
addition of the Phoenix project to the slim ranks 
of those trying to break these roadblocks is 


welcome. , 
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After the Election 

Despite a slight drop in food prices, the Gov- 
ernment reports that wholesale prices of all 
commodities have now reached a new postwar 
high. And according to Joseph Hanlon of our 
Washington staff, the “thinking” levels of the 
Administration are saying that wage and price 
controls are inevitable—after the election. 

It was not so long ago that some of the 
“thinking” levels were saying that wage and 
price controls were inappropriate to the pres- 
ent situation. Inflation would be controlled, 
they said, by taxes and fiscal policy, by credit 
restrictions and other measures to reduce con- 
sumer demand. But two thirds of the national 
income is made up of wages and salaries. To 
control demand without controlling two thirds 
of its sources would be an impossible task. And 
wages cannot be held unless prices are held. 

Credit control, wage control, price control, 
excess profits control—they are all one package. 
Nobody welcomes control in any sector, yet the 
stark fact remains that if we are to pile a 30- 
billion-dollar-plus armament program on top of 
a booming civilian economy, inflation cannot be 
avoided without controls. 

When a plane is produced, hundreds of per- 
sons get paid for producing it. But none of 
those persons can “consume” the plane. They 
take their wages into the market for civilian 
goods. The demand of the armament workers 
competes with the demand of the civilian work- 
ers for goods which only civilians produce. 

The result is bound to be rising prices unless 
national self-discipline, expressed through a firm 
and comprehensive control policy, prevents it. 
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For a Cornice Check-Up 


An 82-year-old woman was killed and two 
children were injured because a heavy tile and 
wood cornice pulled loose from a one-story 
building at 2701-09 Taylor avenue and fell on 
them. The strip of cornice was about 125 feet 
long and, in the words of one eyewitness, it 
“started falling at the corner and just peeled 
off,” trapping those under it. 

Is there any property owner .who did not re- 
act to this tragic news? Is there any property 
owner who did not ask himself whether his 
property is encumbered with a poorly-anchored 
cornice which also may fall on passers-by? 

Here is an aspect of building safety which 
should not be left to City Hall inspectors alone. 
Every property owner should make certain 
through careful examination by competent crafts- 


men that his building is not about to drop 


bricks and stone on unwary pedestrians. 
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Campaign Winds in Oklahoma 

Oklahoma politics this year offer a good test 
of whether this is an “agin” year in politics— 
when voters are against most anything that is 
positive enough to warrant a negative vote. 

The senatorial race pits Congressman Mike 


Monroney, a man with a generally excellent and. 


certainly clear record in Congress, against the 
Rev. Dr. William H. Alexander, who possesses a 
frank manner and a vague position on nearly 
everything but Communism and sin. 

As Doris Fleeson noted in her column, Mon- 
roney was co-author of the Legislative Reorgani- 
zation Act and won the 1945 Collier’s award for 
distinguished public service. He admits to hav- 
ing been a New Dealer. Recently he has up- 
held the Point Four program, Korean aid, anti- 
trust legislation, middle-income housing and 
credit controls. His votes on fair employment 
practices and the McCarran thought control bill 
were not in keeping with the rest of his record, 
but the race issue and Communism are tender 
points in Oklahoma politics. 

Alexander, of course, has not neglected Com- 
munism. He ties it to the Democratic party, 
though he was a Democrat until he switched to 
the Republican party during his primary cam- 
paign. On matters other than Communism, So- 
cialism and Christianity, however, it is hard to 
pin him down. He seems most certain that he 
wants voters to “just call me Bill,” leaving Mon- 
roney the alternative of asking to be called 
Mike, which is his name. : 

Such campaigning is pretty silly, and more 
folksy than any of the folks, but Alexander’s 
rip-roaring, song-singing, shirt-sleeved antics 
are neither new nor politically: illogical. There 
are times when a road to a program seems less 
attractive than a detour. We hope these are not 
such times in Oklahoma, or Congress will lose 
a vigorous and talented man, and the Senate 
will gain another hip-hoorayer. 
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Instead of X-Ray Shoe Fitters 


A transparent shoe made of vinylite offers a 
new and completely safe way of getting a correct 
fit for children’s feet. It seems particularly 
worth looking into as an alternative to the X-ray 
shoe fitting machines. These latter have been 
declared dangerous by scientists who made in- 
vestigations at Harvard and at Berkeley, Cailif., 
and also by the Committee of Public Health of 
the New York Academy of Medicine. To these 
objections the plastic shoe would seem to supply 
the perfect answer. 


A Healthy Unbalance 


The announcement that the United States im- 
ported more than it exported last August is 
excellent news. It was the first time that had 
happened since June, 1937, and it is to be hoped 
that the unbalance will continue that way for 
some time to come. 

For those figures are one measure of the de- 
gree to which the world is recovering, eco- 
nomically, from the destruction and dislocation 
of the last world war. 

If this healthy foreign trade trend should con- 
tinue, it would mean that foreign countries final- 
ly are earning more dollars in the United States 
than they are spending here. And that in turn 
would mean that the amount of assistance the 
United States must make available to them to 
keep them afloat could be cut. 
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Antidote to Confusion 
United States foreign policy has become per- 
haps the major national issue in the current 
campaign. For that reason there is special rea- 
son for Americans to understand the basic ele- 
ments of that policy as it is briefed in simple 
language in the State Department * pamphiet 
this paper has been publishing daily. 

As the election draws nearer, the misconcep- 
tions, distortions and downright lies assaulting 
voters’ ears from the hustings are increasing. 
In this atmosphere the State Department's 
straightforward presentation of what has hap- 
pened and the reasons why is refreshing.

Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, director 
of Selective Service, seems to have for- 
gotten the ‘“‘selective” part of his job. At 
least the tenor of his remarks to the ef- 
fect that the American people have been 
sold ‘‘a lot of baloney” on the deferment 
of scientists and professional men showed 
slight concern for the concept of the draft 
as an effort to place men where they can 
best be used in national service. 


Gen. Hershey’s suggestion to personnel 
administrators, presumably facetious, that 
they look up “critical occupations” to 
see whether -‘‘fight- 
ing man” is listed ig- a 
nores the fact that FH 
this is still, thank Rh. 
heaven, a civilian so- 
ciety. And his com- 
ment that because he 
has a bachelor of 
science degree he 
has just as much 
claim to be called a 
scientist as many 
other so-called scien- 
tists reduces the dis- 
cussion to the level 
of absurdity. 


To be sure, the 
country is faced with 
a nice problem in determining where an in- 
dividual can be of the most service, and 
Gen. Hershey’s zeal to get enough men to 
the fighting fronts is commendable. 


Undoubtedly there have been attempts 
by would-be draft-dodgers to take refuge 
behind a degree. And certainly the natu- 
ral inclination of scientists to ask defer-

ments for scientists must be taken into ac- 
count. But that iseprecisely what Sélective 
Service is for—to formulate standards to 
guide draft boards in reaching the diffi- 
cult decisions on where a man is most 
needed. 

What is not possible to equate, as Gen. 
Hershey seems to do, is the contribution 
a scientist might make in his profession 
as against his usefulness on the fighting 
front. This would be a ridiculous construc- 
tion of “equality.” For example, a young 
scientist who was able to put the finish- 
ing touches on some new weapon would 
be worth many times what he would be 
in uniform. 


There is no partiality for scientists in 
the realization that in a struggle in which 
the United States and Western world are 
vastly out-numbered in military manpower, 
our hope lies in scientific ingenuity. 


Some concern is warranted, however, 
over the diminishing pool of draftable 
manpower. The armed services have only 
begun to expand, and when the impetus 
of the Korean war is over there will be 
added difficulties in calling up or keeping 
reservists on duty. 

Possibly some adjustment in test scores, 
plus the drafting of veterans with rela- 
tively short periods of service, will be- 
come necessary. An increase in pay scales 
also might help voluntary recruitment. 


But what the country still must come to 
is a concept of universal service, both 
military and civilian, in which the period 
of military training and service for young 
men will be sufficient to sustain the armed 
forces at their new level. 


Starvation and the Children’s Fund 
From The New York Times 


Every day in the refugee camps in Pal- 
estine an extra meal that makes the dif- 
ference between adequate and inadequate 
diet is fed to some 440,000 mothers and 
children. This meal is furnished daily by 
the United Nations Children’s Fund. 

Every day in Greece there are close 
to a million children who depend on 
UNICEF for a supplement to their scanty 
food. Every day in southern Italy three- 
quarters of a million children. stand in 
need of help and receive it. 

Evety day in Yugoslavia one of the worst 
drouths in the country’s history makes 
the prospects of the coming winter ever 
more dismal. And in Korea the require- 
ments are so overwhelming that they hard- 
ly need to be emphasized. 

Korea, Yugoslavia, Italy, Greece and 
Palestine—these are the emergency areas 
in this world of plenty where within the 
next few menths children may starve if ad- 
ditional aid is not forthcoming. The hard 
facts are, according to UNICEF’s director, 


Maurice Pate, that $6,000,000 is needed to 
meet these urgent requests, but UNICEF 
has only about one sixth of that amount 
actually on hand in unallocated funds, 


Yet in the face of this situation Con- 
gress at its last session refused any appro- 
priation at all for the Children’s Fund. 
Granted that the United States has given 
$5,000,000 to UNICEF in the past—far 
more than any other of the 43 contribut- 
ing countries—the money has been well 
spent in a fine cause. 


We hope that Congress will reconsider 
its neglect of the Children’s Fund when 
it convenes again. Meanwhile, it is up to 
other governments to take the initiative. 
The Children’s Fund will very likely be 
made a permanent agency of the U.N. at 
this very session of the Assembly. 

Some nations in the past have been in- 
clined to make impressive promises of help 
to UNICEF which they never bothered to 
fulfill. Now is the time for action.

His written works, starting with “How 
to Be a Hermit,” followed by ‘How to 
Tell Your Friends From the Apes” and 
hundreds of short articles, were complete 
spoof. In subject-matter they spoofed man- 
kind and all its false pretensions and van- 
ities; in technique they spoofed learned 
works on solemn subjects: The manner 
was simple enough: a dead-pan statement 
of impeccable fact, then a caustic or plain- 
tive or astonished footnote. It was always 
a question whether to read the statement 
first and then the footnote, or vice versa. 
It was ineffably funny either way. 

This was his technique once more in 
“The Decline and Fall of Practically 
Everybody,” a book on which he had 
worked sixteen years. It is in a sense his 
“big” book, his answer to those who com- 
plained that he wrote only about animals, 
It is all about people—famous people, 
most of whom have been taken quite ser- 
iously by historians. It starts, properly 
enough, way back with a couple of Egyp- 
tians and comes up as far as Miles Stand- 
ish. Mr. Cuppy put fantastic (or perhaps 
the word is fascinated) zeal into his read- 
ing about these personages, sorted out the 
many theories and interpretations and 
came up with his own version of the facts 
and his own evaluations. 

We are thus able to read that among 
those who clustered around Queen Eliza- 
beth was the “Archduke Charles, «whose 
head was too large.” ‘(¥ootnote: “Besides, 
he was always broke.”) And concerning 
Louis XV’s domestic affairs: “Pompadour 
had been with him for twenty years, a 
record for this reign.” (Footnote: “A lot 
of ideas can be exchanged in twenty years 
—#in fact, all of them.”) And similarly for 
Lady Godiva, Christopher Columbus, Attila 
the Hun, Nero and a couple dozen others. 
The chapter on Catherine the Great is 
surely one of the funniest things written 
in years. Cuppy’s wryness, skepticism, 
personal delight and excellent taste made 
him a very spécial craftsman of our time 
and nothing could demonstrate that bet- 
ter than’“The Decline and Fall of Prac- 
tically Everybody.” .

Red Victory in Indochina May Be 
Factor in Both Korea and Europe 


U.S. Would Find It 
French — Paris’s

HE armed forces of world Communism have invaded another 


country—lIndochina. 


A powerful fighting force has come across the frontier from 


Red China—a force which in trai 


ning, armament and spirit has sur- 


prised the French as much as the South Koreans were sufprised by 
the power of the North Korean Army when it struck its sudden and 


violent blow last June. 


This new Red invasion comes 
at an awkward moment, for two 


reasons. First, it comes while the | 


bulk of the available United 


States fighting forces are still 


heavily engaged in Korea, so that 


even if it were decided to re-| 


inforce the French in Indochina 
we would find difficulty in doing 
so effectively. Second, it comes 
as the final discussions get under 
way in Washington as to France’s 
contribution to the defense of 
Western Europe, with the French 


defense and finance ministers 


here to talk over just how the 
projected sharp increase in 
France’s military budget is to be 
financed. It is quite possible that 
the need for reinforcing the 
French troops in Indo-China may 
throw a monkey wrench into the 
European defense machinery. 


Information Lacking. 


Meanwhile the military situa- 
tion in Indochina seems to be go- 
ing from bad to worse, though 
lack of accurate 
makes 
much worse. 

That the French were getting 
apprehensive about the Red build- 
up of striking power on the 
other side of the frontier is plain 
from their decision to abandon 
certain of their frontier posts, 
of which the most important was 
Caobang. The troops in Caobang, 
which according to the Viet Minh 
radio consisted of a battalion of 
the Foreign Legion, a mixed bat- 
talion of French and regular Viet 
Nam infantry, and a newly raised 
Viet Nam battalion, started back 
along the road which parallels 
the frontier, toward the fortified 
post of Thatke. At the same time 
a strong column set out from 
Thatke to meet them. 

This second column (again ac- 
cording to the enemy radio) con- 
sisted of Foreign Legion bat- 
talion, a battalion of Moroccan 
riflemen (inaccurately called 
“goums” in the news dispatches— 
“goums” are irregular tribal cav- 
alry) and two mixed battalions, 
similar to the mixed battalion in 
the Caobang column. The amount 
of artillery and armor, if any, 
with these columns is not stated. 


Abrupt Change in Tactics. 

As the Indochinese fighting 
has been going until now, these 
were relatively strong forces. It 
has not been customary for Viet 
Minh troops to attack French col- 
umns of anything like _ this 
strength. When such forces took 
the field, the Viet Minh habit has 
been to retire to the hills and to 
harass the French march as best 
they might, avoiding outright 
battle. This habit has now, it 
would appear, been changed. 

The French virtually admit 
that both columins were sur- 
rounded and wiped out—after 
they had made contact with each 
other, the French say. The Viet 
Minh radio says that the advance 
guards of the two columns were 


information | 
it difficult to say how. 


still a kilometer apart when the 
decisive attacks were delivered. 
A “few hundred” survivors 
‘fought their way into Thatke. 
That post was apparently felt un- 
tenable, and the garrison (pre- 
sumably including the remnants 
_of the two smashed columns) have 
abandoned Thatke and are falling 
back westward toward the post 
at Backan at last accounts. 

This is nothing less than a ma- 
jor disaster, considering the 
small-scale, hole-and-corner fash- 
ion in which the war in Indochina 
had previously been conducted. 
It alters the whole complexion of 
the struggle in that country. It 
is clear that the Viet Minh forces 
have been provided with a good 
regular army, armed and 
equipped on Chinese soil under 
the protection of the government 
of Communist China, and 
‘launched across the frontier of 
‘that country into Indochina (or 
Viet Nam) at a well selected mo- 
‘ment. 

Greatest Loss in Prestige. 
The French have lost some 
good troops. They have lost sev- 
eral frontier posts. But their 
| greatest loss is in prestige—in the 
discouragement of native Viet 
‘Namese elements who were sup- 
porting them and their Associate 
Bao Dai, and the corresponding 
encouragement of Ho Chin Minh's 
Red supporters in various parts 
of the country. 
| French anxiety is already re- 
‘flected in their withdrawal from 
| Thai Nguven, north of Hanoi and 
commanding a large sector of 
‘rice-growing country which the 
advance to Thai Nguyen early in 
October was intended to deny the 
Reds. The safety of Hanoi itself, 
‘capital of North Viet Nam, is said 
‘to be compromised. Certainly 
the key frontier post at Langson 
‘dangerously isolated — and if 
Langson falls, the principal high- 
‘way from China into northern 
| Viet Nam will fall into Red hands, 
‘permitting the advance of 
' strong Red Army against Hanoi. 
| This situation will be high on 
the agenda of the problems to be 
discussed by President Truman 
and Gen. MacArthur at their Pa- 
cific conference. The Red victory 
in Indo-china will go far to off- 
set, in the eyes of Asian peoples, 
the defeat of the Reds in Korea. 
If that victory is followed up by 
further gains, the whole of south- 
east Asia—Burma, Thailand, Ma- 
laya—may be imperiled. 

No commitments as to the use 
of United States troops in Indo- 
china have as yet been made, and 
deliveries of United States arms 


and material to the French have 
not been large, due to the Ko- 
rean war . But the whole problem 
of Indochina will now have to be 
reassessed in the light of the new 
danger represented by the appear- 
ance of another Red Army carry- 
ing out Moscow’s orders in this 
distant but important corner of 
the vast Asian continent.

Manpower to Be Drawn 
From ‘American Outfits 
in Other Sections of 
Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
The Army announced today that 
United States forces in Berlin 
will be strengthened by the as- 
signment of newly formed units 
of the Sixth Infantry Regiment 
to the city. 

The Headquarters Service Com- 
pany is expected to be organized 
in Berlin on Monday, the an- 
nouncement said, and other 
“newly activated” units will be in 
the city before Jan. 1. 

A regiment has an authorized 
strength of 3774 officers and 
men. 

An Army spokesman said the 
manpower for the newly formed 
units of the regiment will. be 
drawn from other American units 
all over Germany. Presumably, 
he said, the troops drawn from 
other units in Germany will be 
replaced eventually by others 
from the United States. 

Deactivated After War. 

The Sixth Regiment was “de- 
activated,” as the Army phrases 
it, after World War II. Today’s 
announcement means it is being 
recreated for garrison duty in 
Berlin. An Army spokesman de- 
clined to say whether all units 
of the regiment at fu!! authorized 
strength will be stationed in 
Berlin. 

The exact strength of the pres- 
ent American garrison in Berlin 
has not been disclosed. 

_ The last publicly announced 
figure on total American troop 
strength in Europe was about 97.- 
000, with about 10.000 of that 
force in Austria and the rest in 
Germany. 

The major combat element of 
the American force is the veteran 
First Infantry Division which, un- 
like other United States Army 
units before the Korean war. was 
kept at full wartime strength of 
about 17,000 men. . 

Strong Constabulary Force. 

In’ addition to the First Divi- 
sion, a substantial and fairly pow- 
erful United States constabulary 
force is maintained in Germany. 
This force is trained not only for 
police duties but for field com- 
bat if necessary. 

It seems likely that the 
strengthening of the Berlin garri- 
son is designed as much for its 
international political effect as 
for any actual military value. 

It can be taken by Russia as 
new evidence of United States de- 
termination to maintain forces in 
Berlin and as-an answer to any 
new open or covert threats by the 
Soviet Union to force the Western 
allies out. 

_From a purely realistic military 
viewpoint, the addition of a regi- 
ment to the Berlin garrison would 
mean little if Russia decided to 
move in Western Europe. Any 
Western Allied military force in 
Berlin would be isolated and 
probably brought immediately un- 
der the crushing weight of the 
many Russian divisions already 
on station in Eastern Germany.

Bank Credit’s Growth. 

In announcing last night’s or- 
der, he referred to “continuing 
growth of bank credit.” This re- 
newed speculation that the board 
will soon increase the revenue 
requirements of its member 
banks, thereby freezing about two 
and a half billions they might 
otherwise lend. 

The home mortgage credit con- 
trols, effective two days ago, re- 
quire non-veterans to make down 
payments ranging from 10 per 
cent on a $5000 house to 50 per 
cent on one costing $24,250. Vet- 
erans must put down 5 to 45 per 
cent, 

The Veterans Administration 
meantime loosened some of its 
new housing credit restrictions to 
give needy World War II veter- 
ans up to 30 years to repay mort- 
gage loans. The VA said earlier 
that it would permit a maximum 
repayment period of only 25 
years, but the agency agreed to 
approve terms up to 30 years if 
necessary to enable the veteran 
to meet monthly payments. 

McCabe called the credit term 
crackdéwns an “effort to hold the 
line” until the Government can 
impose higher taxes to balance 
its budget and halt pumping of 
new money into the buying 
stream. 

He said the credit tightening 
also would “help maintain the 
purchasing power of the dollar” 
—which a Reserve Board mem- 
ber, Marriner S. Eccles, said 
Thursday has shrunk to 58 cents. 


RICHMOND HEIGHTS COUNCIL

DUTY ON CHINA'S Ebb 


Rise to Be 10 Cents a Pound 


—Other Products From 
Red Area Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (UP)— 
President Truman has signed a 
proclamation which, in effect, 
will boost the duty on dried eggs 
from Communist China 10 cents 
a pound. 

The move also will affect im- 
port duties on many other less 
controversial Chinese products 
ranging from firecrackers to pick- 
led duck eggs. 

The State Department, which 
revealed the President’s action 
late yesterday, said the proclama- 
tion, effective Dec. 11, cancels 
tariff concessions negotiated with 
Nationalist China in 1947. Since 
then the concessions have been 
extended to Communist China. 
The present duty on dried eggs 
is 17 cents a pound but this will 
be increased to 27 cents when the 
special benefits are canceled. 
Actually, the new tariff will ap- 
ply to dried eggs imported from 
all countries, since the conces- 
sions granted to China were ex- 
tended to other nations under the 
“most favored nation” clause of 
United States tariff agreements. 
But China ships about 97 per 
cent of the egg imports. 

A steady stream of the Com- 
munist eggs into this nation has 
stirred a furore in some places 
since there already is a big sur- 
plus of American dried eggs. The 
Department of Agriculture now 
has about 115,000,000 pounds of 
United States eggs in storage 
which it has been unable to sell 
because the Chinese eggs : are 
cheaper. 

The Chinese eggs sell at whole- 
sale in this country for about 80 
cents a pound while the Govern- 
oe surplus stocks cost about 96 
cents.

Counsel for the plaintiff, Hall- 
mark Productions, Inc., producer 
of the film, told the court the 
prosecuting attorney’s office sent 
deputy sheriffs to view the film 
when it opened Sept. 25 at the 
theater in Bridgeton. As a result 
of their adverse report the thea- 
ter manager was ordered to stop 
the showing on the ground the 
film was “obscene.”

“This is the only restriction I 
make on private foreign capital 
coming in.”

South, how- 
ever, suspected the state of af- 
fairs in hearts, and, not requiring 
the heart queen as a trick, ruffed 
in with the club queen. West 
lamely discarded a spade, and now 
the trump situation was crystal- 
clear! 

Certain, West would have over- 
ruffed the club queen if he had 
been able to do so; consequently, 
he did not have the club king. So, 
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although “percentages” favored 
the club finesse, the fact that the 
king had been located made the 
finesse absurd, and South played 
directly to the club ace. The drop 
of East’s singleton king wound up , 
the matter. : 

In view of the bidding, East’s 
optimism concerning his partner's 
ability to over-ruff South was 
most ill-founded! With the club 


ace and ten in dummy, and the 
king in East’s own hand, it was 
scarcely possible that South 
lacked either the queen or the 
jack. The one thing that East 
should have aimed at was to pro- 
tect his club king, i.e., to induce 
declarer to take the normal fi- 
nesse. So, instead of returning 
the third heart and letting South 
discover the trump position, East 


should have shifted to spades. 

Had he done it, it is extremely 
probable that South would have 
taken the club finesse and lost 
his contract.

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Stuffed Green Peppers

REEN PEPPERS are rather 
commonly used as a salad in- 
gredient and as a flavoring for 
some hot sauces. But few of us 
consider them as a vegetable to 
be cooked and served by itself. 
Actually, there is no reason why 


‘they should not appear on the 


table in this fashion. 

Like all other vegetables of a 
high green color they are high in 
vitamin content and while we 
probably would not be persuaded 
to use them just for this reason, 
they have a very good flavor and 
texture after being cooked in a 
small amount of salted water. 
They do need a sauce and this 
may be an herb-flavored cream 
sauce, or a cheese or a tomato 
sauce or combined with mush- 
room or pea soup diluted with 
milk. You will like them, es- 
pecially if you add a little curry 
powder to the latter. 

Stuffed green peppers are 
generally popular. While some 
recipes call for parboiling the 
shells after stems have been re- 
moved, I find that it is just as 
satisfactory to omit this process. 


_ After the peppers are stuffed I 


put them in a baking pan with a 
little’ water so that they will 


steam as they bake. Bread crumbs 
or boiled rice, well seasoned and 
often combined with leftover 
meat, make a good filling. Oue 
of my favorite fillings is a com- 
bination of whole kernel corn 
with minced, cooked bacon, bacon 
drippings and temato sauce. They 
may be topped with bread crumbs 
or with grated cheese. Instead, 
the cheese may be slivered over 
the top. 
Stuffed Green Peppers. 

Four green peppers, four strips 
bacon, two cups whole kernel 
corn, one-half cup tomato sauce 
or condensed tomato soup bacon 
drippings, one-half cup buttered 
bread crumbs. . 

Cut stem ends from green 
peppers. Remove seeds and 
white fiber. Cook bacon until 
slightly crisp. Remove from fat 
and mince. Mix corn with tomato 
sauce or soup and add bacon and 
drippings. Reserve enough drip- 
pings to grease outside of pep- 
pers. Fill pepper shells with the 
corn mixture, top with buttered 
bread crumbs. Set in baking pan, 
cover bottom of pan with water 
and bake in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) about 15 minutes un- 
til shells are tender.

N Thursday there was a let- 
0 ter published in the New 

York Times which I hope will 
be read and pondered with care 
by many people in the United 
States. It was written by Prof. 
Ahmen S. Bokhari, the Pakistan 
envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary and permanent 
representative to the United Na- 
tions. 

The letter points up the feel- 
ings of a number of foreign coun- 
tries, which is that the United 
States is not interested in the 
problems of children outside of 
Europe. 

In the light of the world aid 
that has been given by many Or- 
ganizations and individuals over 
many years to alleviate these 
very situations in the Far East 
and the Near East that may 
sound strange to many of my 
readers, But in this case it is 
Government aid as well as that of 
organizations and _ individuals 
which is under discussion. And it 
is perfectly natural that the 
representative of the under- 
developed countries should feel 
highly emotional about the situa- 
tions in their areas of the world.

ONE PARAGRAPH in this let- 
ter stands out: “We also believe 
that it will damage the prestige of 
the United Nations in the eyes of 
many nations in Asia, Africa and 
South America if it was suspected 
that the fund was being curbed in 
its activities because it had begun 
to send urgently needed supplies 
to children outside Europe.” 

This is, of course, an entire mis- 
conception of the attitude of the 
United States. The facts, how- 
ever, must be faced. In Europe 
the emergency created by the war 
was met on an emergency basis. 
In the rest of the world a continu- 
ing program to meet the needs of 
children can no longer be called 
or treated as an emergency pro- 
gram. it is an essential program 
of great magnitude. It can be 
met _only with the resources con- 


tributed to the fund and the 
question before us is very simple. 
* * 


* 

SUPPLIES ARE essential. They 
have been essential for many 
years and they will continue to be 
essential over a long period of 
time. 

But there are not enough sup- 
plies in the whole world, and this 
was brought out by the represen- 
tatives of the Food and Agricul- 
tural Organization, to meet all 
these needs. Therefore, we make 
no dent on this problem for the 
future unless the present Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund becomes 
an agency which does give sup- 
plies. At the same time it must 
sit down and try to organize and 
develop whatever abilities exist 
within these nations to meet their - 
needs where the welfare of chil- 
dren is concerned. 

x * 

IT IS PERFECTLY understand- 
able that the emotional pull of 
seeing children suffer is a very 
great one on those delegates 
whose countries are in the under- 
developed areas and no one would 
blame them for wanting immedi- 
ate assistance. But the realities 
of the situation must be faced. 

I would like to explain that 
there was no threat intended in 
the statement made by me as 
representative on the United 
States delegation that Congress 
might find it “difficult, if not im- 
possible, to contribute to the fund 
if it continues to have as its 
main objectives an emergency 
program.” 

That was a mere statement of 
fact based on the action of Con- 
gress in withholding the last ap- 
propriation and the statements 
made at that time. Congress rep- 
resents the people of the United 
States and they share in the de- 
sire to do all that is humanly 
possible for the welfare of chil- 
dren in the world. But they 
want it to be a contribution of 
permanent value as well as one 
that alleviates an immediate situ- 
ation.
